WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 3 - Rum­ 
ored decision of Secretary of Sta te 
Cordell Hull to remain out of the 
1940 presdential race created in­ 
terest among national politicos to­ 
day, because of its possible effect 
on the campaign plans of both 
President Roosevelt and Postm a s­ 
ter General J a m es A. Farley. 
At times, both the President and 
Fa rley have designated Hull as 
their 
first choice for the 
1940 
Democratic nomination. 
Speculation w a s aroused over 
the possibility tha t Hull’s w ith­ 
drawal from the race m ight be a 
fa ctor in the President deciding to 
run for a third term. 
The 
President frequently 
has 
spoken to intim a tes about 
the 
availability 
of Hull to 
succeed 
him in the White House. To some, 
he has said Hull would make a 
grea t president. Others, he has ad­ 
vised to “ see Hull and get to know 
him better.” 
Talks With Intimates 
To one intimate, he frankly con­ 
fided some w eeks ago he would 
like to see Hull in the 'White House, 
because in such an administration 
he would feel free to offer his per­ 
sonal services as an American a r­ 
biter in any peace conference ter­ 
minating the second world war. 
Since then, the President has sent 
Undersecretary 
Sumner 
Welles 
abroad to "get information” on the 
possibility of a peace conference 
in the spring. 
Farley long has spoken favor- 
1 % 
tbly of Hull as the Democratic 
presidential nominee. His friends 
have gone further and advocated a 
Hull-Farley ticket, with the post­ 
master general in second place on 
a ticket headed by Hull. Some of 
Fa rley’s 
intim a tes have 
opposed 
such a ticket, but this opposition 
failed to daunt Fa rley’s friendli­ 
ness to it. 
j 
Farley opened his own 1940 cam­ 
paign in M a ssa chusetts by offer­ 
ing himself for the top-place nomi­ 
nation. This would be in keeping 
with political tradition, if Farley 
is a ctually seeking the second- 
place nomination. And, in talking of 
Hull for the top place, Farley in­ 
variably has used the argument 
tha t the “ President will support 
him .” 
With Hull out of it, there will 
be speculation a s to whether Fa r­ 
ley has another choice for the pres­ 
idential nomination. There exists 
the possibility of a Garner-Farley 
combination with Farley support­ 
ing Vice President J ohn N. Gar­ 
ner for first place, with himself 
getting the other nomination. Or 
there may be a 
W heeler-Farley 
combination, as some of the post­ 
m a ster genera l’s intimates favor 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler of Mon­ 
tana for the Number 1 spot. 
No Aspirations Noted 
The rumor ta king Hull out of the 
1940 campaign originated in the 
Sta te Department. Associa tes of 
the secretary said Hull “ has abso­ 
lutely no political aspirations and 
seeks nothing further in the line 
of political recognition.” 
Reports are tha t Hull places the 
success of his reciprocal 
trade 
trea ty program fa r above any per­ 
sonal advancement in American po­ 
litics. They sa y he believeshis pro­ 
gram will succeed In reviving Am ­ 
erica's foreign m arkets and rees­ 
tablish world trade on a high plane 
if it is considered on nonpartisan 
lines and kept out of partisan poli­ 
tica l campaigns. 
Thus, Hull is pictured as willing 
to sacrifice even the White House 
to obtain success for his program. 
Remaining out of the campaign, 
it was added, Hull would be in a 
position to continue his drive for 
0 , 
trade trea ties, even with a Republi­ 
can in the W hite House. In such 
event, he would assume a role pla y­ 
ed in the la st few yea rs by a for­ 
mer Republican secretary of sta te, 
Henry L. Stim son.

“No casualties or damage were 
suffered by any of our aircraft 
during the operation, but on the 
homeward journey they made bad 
weather which accounted for the 
failure of one of our aircraft to 
return.”
